Lireateat proaperity Ils belng enjoyed, per-
haps, In the trade with Russia, Japan's
nlly, who I buying everything from muni-
tiona to boots and shoen, In one mbnth—last
August—Japan exported goods to FRussin
valued at 36,343,000, Thiv figure becomes
all the more significant when It s stated
that the Imports this country recelved from
Russin reached only 332,126, leaving a bLal-
ance of §5.811,476 In favor of the oxports.

South Amerioa s another part of the
warld where Japan has found markets
which she hurdly knew exlsted befora. FEx-
ports to the South Amerlean countries for
the first elght monthe of thisn year amountad
to $1,036,600, not a large Ngure when put
nlongslde records In American trade, but
worth considerabla attentlon when it s
recalled that during the same perlod Iast
yoar Japan's expoiis to Bouth Ameriea wore
valned at only §603.674.
